lo Obtain Money for the Support 
of French Orphans 


Sierra Madre Subscribed More than 
219 Per Cent 


May 24th will be “Tag Day” for 
the Fatherless Children of France. 
This Society is taking care of the 
little children under sixteen whose 
fathers have been killed in the war 
anu who have no other means of sup¬ 
port but that given them by big- 
I.carted people. Instead of sending 
them to institutions, the Society of 
the Fatherless Children of France is 
trying lo k<“ep them with their moth¬ 
ers, and by giving each one the sum 
of three dollars a month it can be 
done. Can we not pledge ourselves 
to help them, even if it means a sacri- 
ilice? Have not the mothers of 
France suffered enough without hav¬ 
ing their little ones taken away from 
them ? 

Every cent of the money which is 
expended goes for the orphans. Not 
one penny is used for office or other 
expenses, these being met entirely by- 
private donations. Many people have 
the erroneous impression that tiles'- 
little French orphans are for legal 
adoption. The children are never 
brought to this country. The “adop¬ 
tion” of one of these children consti¬ 
tutes the pledge on the part of a 
kind benefactor to give ten cents a 
day for a year, at least, for the bene¬ 
fit of a particular orphan. A pledge 
for a year results in assignment of a 
particular child to the donor. The 
sum of $36.50 takes care of one little 
orphan for a year in the home of its 
mother; ten cents a day only. The 
sacrifice is so small; and it means so 
much to some little child who per¬ 
haps requires just that average daily

Ice” has been adopted ns the 
- official name for the two 
and a half million strong 
organization that will take 
its place in American affairs ns the ul¬ 
timate successor to the Grand Army of 
the Republic, and the United Confeder¬ 
ate Veterans. 

‘‘Comrades In Service,” in brief, will 
be the name of the soldier’s organiza¬ 
tion that Is being formed here in 
France by the American boys of the 
expeditionary forces, the democratic 
nrmy that put pep into the great war, 
the American lads that turned the tide 
at Chateau Thierry and the Forest of 
the Argonne, to say nothing of the 
St. Mihiel salient, and thereby gave the 
Huns their knockout blow. 

Throughout the length and breadth 
of France the first chapters of the 
now society have been organized by 
members of the American expedition¬ 
ary force, with assistance of the chap¬ 
lain’s bureau of general headquarters. 
Four welfare organizations have aided j 
the work, the Young Men’s Christian 
association, the Jewish Welfare hoard, ’ 
the Knights of Columbus and the Sal¬ 
vation Army. In principle. Comrades 
in Service is strictly nonpolitical and 
nonsectarian. Its program now taking 
shape is altruistic. The leaders, ns 
well as the men enrolled, are taking 
the attitude that service to the Amer¬ 
ican government or humanity will not 
end with demobilization, but that each 
and every man who wore the uniform 1 
during the war days will find In Amer¬ 
ica, or wherever he happens to be lo¬ 
cated, plenty of opportunity to serve 
his fellow man In the days of peace. 

As a name “Comrades In Service” 
received Its first official recognition 
when President Wilson, here In Paris 
for the peace conference, attended the 
first meeting of the organization held 
In the Palace de Glace early in Janu¬ 
ary. The palace Is a big amusement 
pavilion operated for the special bene¬ 
fit of American soldiers on leave, or 
stationed in Paris. Thousands of 
Americans iu uniform visit the plnce 
every night. Entertainments are held 
—with programs resembling the old- 
fashioned home talent productions, 
featuring American performers, either 
professional or amateur. Audiences of 
5.000 turn out for the boxing exhibi¬ 
tions. 

It was Dr. O. D. Foster of the Y. M. 
C. A. who first suggested the' name of 
the order. He got the Idea one day in 
America while riding through Gary, 
Ind., on a train. On one of the side¬ 
tracks a squad of soldiers was unload¬ 
ing nmmuftltion from a box car into 
an nrmy truck. 

In the squad was a negro driver, 
several white men of strictly American 
ancestry and a couple of foreigners. 
“Here are comrades In the service of 
America,” Doctor Foster thought. The | 
best part of the phrase stuck in his J 
mind because it fitted perfectly the ; 
plans lie had been considering for 
forming an after-the-wnr soldiers’ or- j 
gnnlzatlon. 

Every Company to Organize. 

By the time the last regiments leave 
France. It Is believed that every com¬ 
pany will have the skeleton of an or- 1 
gr.nlzatlon affiliated with the society. 
Much organization work has already , 
been accomplished by the soldiers 
themselves nnd by the welfare work¬ 
ers who are earnestly pushing the 
Idea. 

Overcoming serTionnl prejudices is 
one of tlie main aims of Comrades in 
Service. Taking up the patriotic work 
of the Grnnd Army of the Republic in 
the northern states, and the United 
Confederate Veterans In the South, is 
another plank in the platform. 

In America we can expect to add 
one nnd possibly two national days of 
celebration to our calendar of fete 
days; November 11. which will prob¬ 
ably he known ns Armistice Day, and 
April C, the anniversary of our dec¬ 
laration of war against Germany. On 
these days, ns well ns on July 4, Com¬ 
rades in Service will he men who will 
take n prominent part In the general 
observances of the date. They are 
the men who made good in the busi¬ 
ness of crushing Prussian militarism; 
they are the men who suffered and who 
won glory at the task. It Is on the 
slate for Comrades in Service to make 
Armistice Day nnd July Fourth, at 
least, two red letter days in their 
yearly program. 

Plans are well under way for the 
establishment of a national American

gress and signed by the president. 

Officials of the bureau of public 
roads. United Stales department of ag¬ 
riculture, which administers the pro 
visions of the federal aid road act 
and co-operates with the state govern¬ 
ments in the expenditure of the money, 
point out that this amount of funds Is 
the largest ever appropriated for simi¬ 
lar purposes and for a similar period 
by any government in the history of 
the world, nnd that It enables the fed¬ 
eral and stale governments to carry 
out a road-building program of a mag¬ 
nitude never equaled. 

In connection with the great federal- 
aid program it Is also noted that ex¬ 
penditures for highway work in the 
United States this year are likely to 
amount to half a billion dollars or 
more. On reports received from state 
highway departments, the bureau of 
public roads estimates the 1910 ex¬ 
penditures for roads nnd bridges at 
$3S5,000,000, or $110,000,000 more than 
the average expenditures for 1910 and 
1917. 

An Important effect of the law con¬ 
taining the new appropriation Is that 
It broadens the definition of a rural 
post road, under which alnss a high¬ 
way had to qualify in order to receive 
the benefits of the federal aid act. 

Under the old act it was required 
that mull should actually be carried 
on the road or thnt*there should he a 
reasonable prospect that mall would he 
carried on It within a short time after 
Improvement. The new net says; 
", . . the term ‘rural post roads’ . 
. . shall he construed to mean any 
public Bond, a major portion of which

This has obtained official recognition 
under the name of Symphitum offi¬ 
cinale. 

The "cure” for measles Is saffron 
tea. This Is prepared by pouring boil¬ 
ing water on the dried stigmas of the 
pnrple autumn crocus. An infusion of 
lllxweed cleanses and heals wounds. 
Self heal has cured quinsy; sage has 
many valuable qualities.

FIRST KNOWN USE OF CIGARS 


Mentioned by Name In Book Published 
In 1740, but Were Smoked Be¬ 
fore That Time. 


The earliest known mention of 
cigars is in a book published In 1740 
under the title of “Distresses and 
Adventures of John Cockburn.” It ap¬ 
pears that Cockburn was cast on n des¬ 
ert Islnnd In the Bay of Honduras, 
from which he swam to the mainland, 
and thence traveled afoot to Porto 
Bello, a distance of 2,600 miles. Here 
he met some friars who gave him 
some “seegars” to smoke. “These,” 
he says, “are some leaves of tobacco 
rolled up In some manner that serves 
both as pipe and the tobacco itself.” 
Though this Is the earliest date at 
which cigars appear to he mentioned 
by that name, so far back as 1498 
two soldiers sent by Columbus to ex¬ 
plore Cuba-told tlieir companions on 
their return how the natives carried 
In their mouths a lightoil^ firebrand 
made from the leaves of a certain 
herb, rolled up In maize leaves. The 
description of an Indian method of 
smoking given by Lionel Wafer, in 
his “Travels in the Isthmus of 
Darien,” in 1099, shows that they 
then smoked cigars made just us we 
make them now. The manufacture 
and consumption of cigars in northern 
Europe only dates from the close of 
the seventeenth century.

Traction Engine Hauling Material for 
Construction of Road. 


Is now used or can be used, or forms 
a connecting link not to exceed ten 
miles In length of any road or roads 
now or hereafter used, for ihe trans¬ 
portation of the United States mails, 
excluding every street nnd retail in a 
place having a population, as shown 
by Ihe latest available federal census, 
of 2,500 or more, except that portion 
<ff any such street or road along which 
the houses average more than 2O0 feet 
apart.’’ 

The new act also raises the govern¬ 
ment limit of contribution from not to 
exceed $10,000 a mile to not exceed 
$20,000 a tulle, taking necount of high¬ 
er present costs of labor and materials. 

The law also authorizes the secre¬ 
tary of wnr to transfer to the secre¬ 
tary of agriculture material, equip¬ 
ment nnd supplies suitable for highway 
Improvement and not needed by the 
wnr department. 

The original federal aid road act, 
which became law In July, 1910, appro¬ 
priated $75,000,000 to nld In the con¬ 
struction of post roads during a five- 
year period ending June .‘10, 1921, nnd 
$10.000,000 to nld in forest-road build¬ 
ing during a ten-yenr period ending 
June HO, 1926. Not over $3,000,000 of 
the original $85,000,000 had been ex¬ 
pended prior to 1919. so that $82,000,- 
000, plus $209,000,000, or a total of 
$291,000,000 of federal funds, will be 
available, of which $287,000,000 will l.e 
available during the next three yea.-s.

CITY TRUSTEES MEET 

For some weeks the News has had 
no mention of the proceedings of the 
semi-monthly meetings of the city 
Trustees, because there seemed to be 
nothing to report of special interest to 
the public, but at the adjourned meet¬ 
ing last Friday night, the evening was 
j spent in discussion of two subjects of 
vital interest to the city—water sup¬ 
ply and street repairs. 

Of the street paving, little need be 
said here, for everyone knows that re¬ 
pairs, and in some places re-surfacing, 
is badly needed, but of the water sup¬ 
ply- problem the general public has 
little knowledge. 

After a consultation of several 
hours with City Engineer Macheiras, 
who very patiently explained in detail 
the mechanical and hydraulic deficien¬ 
cies, we are able to positively state 
that our water system is antiquated 
and inadequate, even with an abund¬ 
ant rainfall, and as the precipitation 
this season is away below normal the 
j city faces an insufficient gravity wa¬ 
ter supply the coming summer and 
j fall, possibly being forced to depend 
almost entirely upon the pump and 
the old inadequate mains, either of 
which might suffer accident. 

It is therefore obviou that some¬ 
thing must be done, and the board 1 
of trustees are hard at work to solve j 
I the problem and obtain the correct ; 
answer. 

Good street paving we want, but a 
sufficient water supply we must have, j 
and the News hopes to be able to 
repoit the decision of the trustees 
'after their next meeting.
